place of business. It is alleged that part 
of his personal belongings, missing from 


the dead body, were found in the posses- | 


gion of one of the defendants. 

The other case is that of R. F. Young, 
a young soldier, who belonged to the Six- 
teenth infantry, and was, before his ar- 
rest, stationed at Fort McPherson. Young 
is charged with the murder of a negro 
named Gannon in the latter’s home some 
weeks ago. Young is from Kentucky,
